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Cycling celebration 
as tour comes to hills

THE Blackdown Hills is 
going cycling crazy in the 
lead up to the Tour of 
Britain race. 

The race will pass 
through the Blackdown 
Hills on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 14 and Wednesday, 
September 15 th as part of 
the southwest stages of 
Britain’s premier cycle 


race. 

At approximately 
12noon on both race days, 
hundreds of cyclists are 
expected to pass through 
the Blackdown Hills. 

The route on Tuesday 
will pass through Hemy- 
ock, Dunkeswell and 
Awliscombe, and on Tues¬ 
day cyclists will make 


their way to Hemyock via 
Culmstock from the west, 
pass through Staple Fitz- 
paine and will finish at 
Glastonbury. 

In celebration of this, cy¬ 
cling enthusiasts are being 
encouraged to take part in 
number of events in the 
lead up to the race. 

Wellington Town Coun¬ 
cil are celebrating the Tour 
of Britain by giving the 
annual town festival a cy¬ 
cling theme. 

They are appealing for 
unusual bicycles for “fes¬ 
tival fortnight” as part of 
the Wellington Experience 
later this month. 

They are hoping people 
will bring along their un¬ 
usual bikes and cycling 
contraptions to exhibit 
during the festival, which 
runs from Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 4th to Sunday, 
September 19th. 

The town council have 
invested £2,000 in the fes¬ 
tival and they hope the 
fortnight of cycling activ¬ 
ities will attract thousands 


of visitors to the town in 
the lead up to the Tour of 
Britain. 

Cycle shop proprietor 
and President of Welling¬ 
ton Chamber of Trade and 
Commerce, Dennis King, 
will be loaning his Penny 
Farthing bike during the 
festival. 

He said: “It would be 
great if anybody who 
owned any unusual bikes 
could get involved in the 
festival and either lend 
their equipment or give 
demonstrations of their cy¬ 
cles. 

“It is fantastic that the 
Tour of Britain is coming 
to Wellington and the 
town council has organ¬ 
ised the festival fortnight 
around it so we can not 
only enjoy a massive 
event on the cycling calen¬ 
dar but also get people en¬ 
thusiastic about cycling. 

“I would love to see cy¬ 
cling enthusiasts and local 
traders team up and join in 
the festival and make it 
something special.” 


Throughout the festival 
there will be competitions 
and special festival offers. 

Cyclists of all ages and 
abilities from across the 
Blackdown Hills are also 
being encouraged to take 
part in a fun cycle ride in 
aid of Prostate Cancer on 
Sunday, September 5th. 

The ride will follow 
stage four of the Tour of 
Britain race, Minehead to 
Teignmouth, and will pass 
through Wellington. 

Blackdown Hills AONB 
Manager, Linda Bennett 
said: “The Blackdown 


Hills are a fabulous area 
for cycling, whether rac¬ 
ing, touring, training or 
simply exploring the hid¬ 
den valleys and villages. 

“We are delighted that 
the tour is coming through 
the area, not least because 
it will give the Blackdown 
Hills its due recognition as 
a top location for cycling 
in the south west.”

BLAGDON Hill has 
staged its first “interna¬ 
tional” cricket match - a 
mini Test between Eng¬ 
land and India, so to 
speak - in one of the 
Blackdown Hills’ most 
attractive settings at Sel¬ 
licks Green. 

Two junior teams con¬ 
tested the match, with 
England - represented by 
the Taunton St James 
Under 15s side - record¬ 
ing a resounding 95-run 
win over India, in the 
form of the enthusiastic 


pupils of St Gregorios In¬ 
ternational School from 
Mumbai. 

The Indian lads were 
on a busy ten-day tour of 
the region in which they 
played eight games, 
that against St Andrew’s 
being the final one. The 
appreciative and well-be¬ 
haved young players 
lived up to the school 
motto of “Education 
through Enlightenment” 
and enjoyed every mo¬ 
ment of their trip. 

The “education” part 


of their motto was 
achieved through meet¬ 
ing local families and 
visits to local places of 
interest, including the 
Somerset county cricket 
ground in Taunton, and 
ended with a trip to Lon¬ 
don. The “enlighten¬ 
ment” came against a 
superior, but none the 
less friendly, team of St 


Andrew’s lads. 

The occasion, in which 
both sets of players also 
intermingled off the 
field, gave each side a 
glimpse of not only an¬ 
other culture, but the hos¬ 
pitality for which cricket 
is known worldwide. 

Team manager Sanjay, 
an overseas player with 
Bagborough cricket club, 


near Taunton, confirmed 
that the tour was so suc¬ 
cessful that a return trip 
is being planned for 
2011 . 

For the record, St An¬ 
drew’s scored 161 - 3 in 
their allotted 20 overs, 
with three players Tom 
Chandler, Charles 
Solanki and Harry 
Trump each having to re¬ 
tire on 30. 

St Gregorios were dis¬ 
missed for 66 with only 
two players, openers 
Karankanath (30) and 


Zubin (12) reaching dou¬ 
ble figures. 

St Gregorios showed 
their appreciation with 
the presentation with 
miniature cricket bat 
replicas bearing the 
school crest to the St An¬ 
drew’s players and offi¬ 
cials. 

One was to the Sellicks 
Green groundsman Pete 
Barton who has worked 
wonders on the Blagdon 
Hill ground in recent 
years.

Hemyock gets its walkway

HEMYOCK will finally 
get its raised walkway. 

After years of hard 
work and planning by the 
parish council, Devon 
County Highways have 
agreed to install a new 
raised walkway over the 
floodplain at Millhayes. 

Work started at the end 
of last month and is ex¬ 
pected to take eight 
weeks to complete. 

The walkway on the op¬ 
posite side of the road 
was first installed by the 
milk factory in 1922 for 
workers to use. 

However, over the years 
it has fallen into a com¬ 
plete state of disrepair, 
leaving villagers unable 
to pass the road during 
periods of high water, 
when the River Culm 
floods. 

The parish council has 
been campaigning for the 
past five years to see the 
walkway rebuilt on the 
opposite side of the road, 
on land kindly donated by 
Jeff Ackland. 

Money from the parish 
precept will be used to 
fund the walkway along 
with a donation from 106 
money from the Bloors 
development at Mill¬ 
hayes. 

Chairman of Hemyock 
Parish Council, Council¬ 
lor Heather Stallard MBE 


said it was terrific news 
that the village should fi¬ 
nally get their walkway. 

She said: “The parish 
has had to pay for the 
new walkway and will 
come from the parish 
precept. We held a parish 
survey 18-months-ago 
and this walkway was 
top of the list. 

“Some have said that 
99 percent of the time it 


wont be flooded but it is 
a busy and narrow 
stretch of road and this is 
the only safe way of 
walking along the road. 

“It is absolutely ter¬ 
rific.” 

Devon CC Highways 
have also taken the op¬ 
portunity to complete a 
number of issues sur¬ 
rounding Hemyock’s 
highways including fix¬ 


ing drainage problems at 
Station Road by the 
Culm Bridge. 

This has resulted in 
what Councillor Stallard 
described as “traffic 
chaos” through the vil¬ 
lage as closures at Sta¬ 
tion Road has caused 
diversions for many mo¬ 
torists and particularly 
delivery lorries. 

She said: “The county 
highways are working to 
cure a massive flooding 
problem on the north 


side of the river bridge 
which has caused road 
closures. There are diver¬ 
sions in place and it has 
caused some disruption, 
but if it solves a major 
flooding issue, then we 
have to cope.” 

Other works carried out 
by the county highways 
include reinstating the 
Symondsburrow sign, a 
road sign by the war me¬ 
morial and the 30mph 
sign at the Old Rectory.

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Crack down on anti 
social behaviour 

POLICE in the Blackdown Hills have been crack¬ 
ing down on antisocial behaviour following feed¬ 
back from the public. 

Following a number of Partner’s and Communi¬ 
ties Together (PACT) meetings, police have been 
gathering information on what the public say are 
their top priorities, one of which is antisocial be¬ 
haviour. 

Following numerous reports of antisocial behav¬ 
iour in Uffculme, around the square and school, of¬ 
ficers from the Upper Culm police team have been 
tackling the issue. 

A Criminal Anti Social Behaviour Order 
(CRASBO) has been sought against one juvenile 
offender and the police are working closely with the 
school to prevent further incidents. 

Residents in Hemyock have also expressed anti 
social behaviour as one of their top priorities for 
police to tackle. 

A number of incidents throughout the village have 
been reported, particularly in the Prowses and Sta¬ 
tion Road areas. 

The Upper Culm police team are working closely 
with Mid Devon District Council in order to en¬ 
force tenancy agreements. Police have said a num¬ 
ber of prosecutions have been made against some 
of the persons involved.

“Last time I came here, this was a 
fire-blackened wreck of a building, 
now it’s fantastic.” said Hemyock resi¬ 
dent Julie Steed. “These facilities will 
make a big difference to the commu¬ 
nity.” 

The BHLC is the brainchild of the 
Healthy Living in the Community 
Committee and Dr Jonathan Meads, re¬ 
tired head of the Blackdown Practice. 

He said: “The primary care system 
(the NHS) is largely geared towards 
waiting until you become ill, then cur¬ 
ing or caring for you. 

“This is about keeping you healthy, to 
try and prevent illness in the first place. 
It is aimed at all sections of the commu¬ 
nity. It’s a much cheaper, more effective 
and more fun way of keeping people 
healthy.” 

Facilities at the BHLC include a gym, 
canteen, training areas and meeting 
rooms, complementary therapy rooms, 


kitchen and a day care centre for the 
elderly. 

The centre will be expanded in the fu¬ 
ture to offer facilities for the youth in¬ 
cluding a music room and hall, where 
they hope to offer workshops. 

Money for the project came, for the 
most part, from Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s Exeter Airport Fund. 

Trustee of the BHLC Roger Lambert 
said: “This is for the whole of the 
Blackdowns, not just Hemyock. 

“The ideas behind current buzzwords 
like citizenship skills and the Big Soci¬ 
ety are not new, and they contain a lot 
of common sense. We have been work¬ 
ing towards this for years, and are now 
in a position to really make a differ¬ 
ence.”

Tricky Trekkers 
return to help 
air ambulance 


HUNDREDS of runners and walkers 
will be returning to the Blackdown 
Hills this autumn to help raise funds for 
the Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance (DSAA). 

It will be the second year that the 
DSAA has held its fund-raising Trickey 
Warren Trek event over a mix of 10k, 
4k, and 2k routes for serious and fun 
runners alike. 

The trek takes place on Sunday, Sep¬ 
tember 19th, at Culmhead, a former 
Second World War fighter airfield be¬ 
tween Chard and Taunton, in Somerset. 

Last year, more than 200 runners and 
walkers took part and £10,000-plus was 
raised for the life-saving Air Ambu¬ 
lance service 

For 2010, there will again be a 2k 
family friendly ‘fun run’ and 4k and 
10k individual runs which will be open 
for all, plus the Milsted Langdon Team 
Challenge for groups of four people 
who are not part of a registered running 


club 

Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance 
charity manager Charlotte Routley said: 
“Each year we have to raise £1.4 mil¬ 
lion without receiving any Government 
or Lottery funding. 

“We rely entirely on the public to 
support us and events like the Trickey 
Warren Trek help to bring in the funds 
we need to keep on saving lives.”

Working our Woodlands 

with John Greenshields 


I HAVE recently visited 
a beautiful woodland 
near Axminster with a 
wide range and type of 
trees, and was pleasantly 
surprised to find a num¬ 
ber of Elm trees with 
some over 20-years-old. 

They must somehow 
have beaten disease or 
become immune or as the 
valley is very secluded 
may have just missed it 
ether way a nice surprise. 

There are a lot of Hazel 
nuts about this year. 

Does that mean a hard 
or mild winter? I never 
know which, but I will be 
collecting some. 

I stored some last year 


in my potato shed but a 
squirrel helped himself to 
the lot. I am storing them 
in a steel container this 
time! 

I have heard of a wood¬ 
land owner who made 
the mistake of dragging 
some quite sizeable 
fallen oaks from his 
wood to be put on a mill 
recently. 

Mill owners will not 
accept dragged trees be¬ 
cause of the danger of 
stones forced into the 
wood. 

If you have to drag, try 
to lift one end off the 
ground as high as possi¬ 
ble, with the worst end 


on the ground, then you 
can cut the worst end off 
when it is at its destina¬ 
tion. 

We have just started our 
Rack Saw up after the 
Woodland Fair and were 
cutting a 60cm dia Oak 
from our wood, when it 
hit something in the cen¬ 
tre of the tree. 

It was a lead ball ap¬ 
proximately 1.5cm dia. 
We reckon it’s a musket 
ball, Dick Turpin and all 
that. 

If you are thinking of 
planting this winter it’s 
well worth contacting the 
Woodland Trust as they 
are funding planting pro¬ 



grammes with little or no 
strings attached.

Bat surveys get the go ahead 
thanks to AONB funding 

TWO bat survey projects will be go ahead in the 
Blackdowns Hills, thanks to support from the 
AONB’s Sustainable Development Fund. 

Both Devon and Somerset Wildlife Trusts have 
been successful in their bids for funding to carry out 
surveys of bat populations. 

While it is known that the mosaic of habitats found 
in the Blackdowns is favourable to bats, there is a 
lack of data about current numbers, species and lo¬ 
cations. 

Bats require extensive, varied territories and thrive 
in areas rich in insects and beetles. Knowledge of 
bat populations can therefore tell us lot about the 
health of the natural environment. 

Bat numbers in the UK have plummeted in recent 
times as a result of pesticide use, habitat loss, and 
the destruction of roosts and hibernation sites. The 
surveys should give an indication of whether work 
to improve habitats in the Blackdown Hills in recent 
years has been successful. 

It is hoped that following initial work at specific 
locations, the projects will be extended to cover the 
whole of the AONB.

Soon after 
the summit The Tour waves 
goodbye to Devon for 2010 and 
returns to Somerset as it runs 
along the Blackdown Hills. 

Passing close to Chard, location 
for a stage start in 2008, The Tour 
heads through lllminster and onto 
the flats of the Somerset Levels, an 
area of rich biodiversity containing 
over thirty Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest. The final hot spot Sprint at 
Langport comes just over twenty kilo¬ 
metres from the finish, with the run-in 
taking The Tour through Somerton and 
into the ancient town of Glastonbury, fa¬ 
mous for its Tor, its music festival and 
now for hosting The Tour of Britain. 

The Tour will race into town from the 
south, passing close to the 
foot of Glastonbury Tor, 
topped by the remains of St Michael’s 
Church, before finishing in the centre of 
Glastonbury. 


T he Tour of Britain is the UK's biggest 
professional bicycle race and a cen¬ 
trepiece of the British sporting calen¬ 
dar, attracting over a million spectators to 
the roadside in 2008, and hundreds of 
thousands more on television and via the 
internet. 

The Tour returned after a five-year ab¬ 
sence in 2004, quickly re-establishing it¬ 
self as the main event in the British cycling 
calendar. Ranked at the 2.1 category by 
the UCI and initially held over five days, by 
2008 The Tour of Britain had grown to be¬ 
come an eight-day event, allowing it to 
visit more parts of the UK than ever be¬ 
fore. 

Every year some of the world's top cy¬ 
clists compete on British roads for the 
right to wear the yellow jersey. Over the 


past five years, Olympic, World and Com¬ 
monwealth Champions have ridden The 
Tour of Britain, alongside stage and jersey 
winners from all three Grand Tours. 

The race has proved successful for 
British riders too, with Mark Cavendish, 
Roger Hammond and Olympic Gold 
Medallist Paul Manning all winning stages 
in recent editions of the race. 

Cavendish is just one of a number of 
young riders, like Andy Schleck, Romain 
Feillu and Ben Swift who have been suc¬ 
cessful in The Tour of Britain before going 
on to have even greater success in some 
of the worlds biggest races, showing the 
importance of The Tour in the world cy¬ 
cling calendar. 

Devon and Somerset will be showing 
that they are premier destinations for se¬ 
rious cyclists as The Tour of Britain takes 
in the stunning settings and challenging 
terrain of the South West. 

Beginning in the market town of Tavis¬ 
tock, riders will be plunged straight into 
the day’s opening climb, taking them up to 
Merrivale on the edge of Dartmoor. 
There’ll be no time to look at the Bronze 
Age megalithic stones that the area is fa¬ 
mous for, as Stage Five continues on 
across the moor to Princetown, the high¬ 
est town on the moor and famous for Dart¬ 
moor Prison, and Postbridge, known for its 
Grade II listed clapper bridge that spans 
the East Dart river. 

Continuing along across the spectacular 
Dartmoor to Moretonhampstead, The Tour 
then heads out towards the edge of the 
National Park atWhiddon Down. The route 
then keeps close to the park boundary, 
briefly dipping back in before the opening 
Sprint at Cheriton Bishop, and then on to 
visit the suburbs of Exeter for the second 
day. This time The Tour takes to the north 
of the city, heading north up the Exe Valley 
on the A396, before turning right through 
the villages of Silverton and Bradninch 
and into Cullompton for the day’s second 
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Film premiere 

THE “world film premiere” of life in a group of 
Blackdown Hill’s villages during the 1940s is being 
staged this month. 

The DVD is made from old archive film and fea¬ 
tures all aspects of the lives of villagers at Pitminster 
and Corfe and how they were coping with life dur¬ 
ing the Second World War and the years that fol¬ 
lowed it. 

The film, created from 8mm film taken by the 
Somerset county architect of the time, Mr R O Har¬ 
ris, will be premiered at the Old School, Pitminster 
at 5pm on Sunday, September 12th. A big atten¬ 
dance is expected. 

It shows many local landmarks including Pound- 
isford Park, the view over the village millpond at 
Pitminster, the old White Lion Inn in Blagdon Hill, 
complete with buses of the day, and includes the vil¬ 
lage blacksmith at his forge in Corfe and local farm¬ 
ers working their land. 

The village school at Pitminster also plays an im¬ 
portant part in the film and includes film of pupils 
getting their school dinners. 

Featured in the DVD is the congregation leaving 
Pitminster church with the vicar, The Reverend 
Freeman and his wife, together with their daughter 
Miss Mary Freeman who, although now aged 102 
and living in Staplehay, still attends weekly church 
services in Pitminster.
